talk of their g&ing out to the China 
war, and I wanted the adventure and 
the experience of real soldiering. 


"It was Dover castle those days, for 


the castle still stood there. It was one 
of England's defenses and had been for 
centuries. I am told the castle is all 
rained and gone now. 


"Wo embarked at Spithead June 15, 


1857, 
for tho China war and sailed 


away down tho west coast of Africa 
After wo were out at sea we spoke a 
vessel from the cape and heard of the 
Indian mutiny, but of course our duty 
was to go on to China, where we had 
been ordered. 
It was pretty hard 


Hues for us. We wanted to got up 
into India, where they needed us, 
fltid at capo of Good Hope a lighter 
vessel from England overtook us and 
countermanded our orders. We were 
sent from there with all haste to Cal- 
cutta and lauded Sept. yo, 1857 Think 
of that I More- than three mouths get- 
ting to tho mutiny 1 


"There were ..no railroads, and we 


started right out and marched up coun- 
try as far as Cawnpur, CSQ miles. It 
was a hard, hard march, but we made 
as good time as British soldiers ever did 
anywhere. At Cawnpur we were joined 
by General Hopo Grant and Sir Colin 
Campbell, who had been waiting for re- 
enforcements so they could hurry on 
Lucknow. 
"Then wo went on and reached the 


besieged city Nov. IS, 1857—over 700 
miles in less than 59 days. We had bnt 
4,OOQ men even thcu, and there were 
00,000 native soldiers, armed as wo 
were armed, for they had been part of 
tho British army, but they were not 
commanded so well, and they did not 
havo so much to fight for. 


"It was quick work—all with the 


bayonet. 
They could not stand the 


rushes. We forced our way to the cit- 
adel, and the third day wo took out the 
women and children and what was lett 
c:f tho garrison. Then wo retired in the 
night. They could not realize we hac 
douo so much, and they could aot be- 
Hovo wo would withdraw, but we were 
not strong enough "to hold the place 
nud selected a position of our own at 
Alumbaugh. three miles away. If they 
had known we were going to slip away 
they could have massed their forces 
leaving tho city uncovered, andhe.mmec 
us in, but wo were away and ready for 
them beforo they knew it. 


"There Havelock died of dysentery 


three days after the relief. He would 
havo been dead o week beforo we came, 
bnt he didn't-dare to die. Ho had to de- 
feud those women aud children. 


"I was wounded at the Lucknow 


fight, but it did not amount to, much. I 
staid on duty all the time. The bullet 
was extracted and I got along. No, 
there is uo pension. You get a pension 
after 21 years' service in tho British 
army, or after being positively disabled. 
J was only ten years in the service. 
After that 1 came to America—to Chi- 
cago. I have had money and am getting 
on all right yet. Medal? Yes, 1 wear 
tho medal. That regiment is the only 
one that wears its medal on its colors. 
That is because it fought at Balaklava 
and at Lucknow too. Many a time the 
other follows told mo of tho fight with 
tho Russians, but I did not see it. I 
was not in the command at tho time. 


The Indian insurrection broke out on 


the night of May 80, 1857. Sir Henry 
Lawrence had fortified the residency and 
garrisoned it with 750 British troops. 
.Inly 1 the place was besieged. July 4 
Sir Henry died from a wound. Three 
times tho gallant little army beat back 
the assaults of the -multitudinous ene- 
my ,luly 22 Havelock r.aptured Alum- 
baugh, and four days later reached the 
residency. But he, with tho others, was 
at ouce penned up there. Then came 
Colin Campbell's loug waited, alinos 
uiihoped for relief, and the little garri 
sou and colony were saved.—Chicago 
Post.
